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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant argues that Shires' phone call bridge 
component within telephony server 120 rather than a separate confernece bridge component coupled to an application server. Examiner 
respectfully submits that in the secondary reference Shires, intermediate application server does not equate to telephony server 120. 
Phone call bridge component 1060 couples to component 1030, component 1050, or indirectly couples to component 1080 then to 
component 150; component 150 recording user/ agent ID, web users' ID and make association between user/ agent ID and the 
workstation (col. 3, lines 55-58) and/or browsing session in the ID storage (col. 10, lines 5-8). Hence, the cited passage of Shires reads on 
claimed limitatiion "a conference bridge component coupled to the intermediate application server component. 
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
